The registration will ha almllar in 
every way to that condnetad laat year, 
except that it will be made br the k> 
cal registration boarda Inataad of the 
civic election boards. All records of 
the latter will be used. 

Qe to Bottom of Liet. 
After they have been registered they 
will be asked to fill out the question- 
nalrea which. In effect will be the basis 
for decisions reaebod by oMmption 
boarda. Under the new law the men 
wlU be placed at the bottom ot the list 
of men who are now listed In class I. 
In other words, they will not be called 
for service until the l,Mt,Mf or more 
already completed have been oalled to 
the caatonmonts and eomplatad train- 
ing. 

From progress made In training 
troope in the past it would appear that 
the 1,000,000 men now in class 1 will 
not he r ead y to iMiTa for Waaee be- 
fore the cloae of the year.
